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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument about 
independent claim 1 that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which 
applicant relies (i.e., extracting a unique identifier from [a received] scrambled signal) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims.
